An outgrowth of StatQ-^sponsored institutes conducted 
by Auburn University, Alabama, to produce j<:areer education teaching 
modules for adults, the consumer economics module is one of five 
field-tested curriculum guides adopted from findings of the 
nationally oriented Adult Performance Level Study conducted at the 
University of Texas, The primary instructional objective of the 
consumer economics module is to help adult learners "to manage a 
family economy and to demonstrate an awareness of sound purchasing 
practices," A designator coding system identifies performance 
objectives with a corresponding series ot learning tasks or enabling 
objectives; separate columns list related instructor activity, 
learner activity, and resources, Basic skill areas emphasized are 
communication skills, problem solving techniques, and interpersonal 
relationships. Topic' coverage includes: consumer economic vocabulary; 
related measurement and mathematical opeiration^r sales tax, and use 
of catalogs and cojisumer guides; determination of economical shopping 
places; differences in brand names, "firsts"; and "seconds"; methods 
of packaging goods; taking advantage of sales; advertising practices; 
ordering food j.n a restaurant; buying home furnishings; obtaining 
housing; buying and maintaining a car; community banking services; 
credit systems and budgeting techniques; insurance; food stamps; and

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FOREWORD

• Auburn University conducted the first Institute in Alabama dievoted 
to career ^l||[gion for adults . This Institute was held during the weeks 
of August 6 through 17, 1973, and sixty participants from all areas of the 
State were involved It was recogrtized at the outset that adults are often 
confronted^ with many problems requiring the application of knowledge 

and skills for adequate solutions. It was further recognized that basic 

' f * * 

educational offerings must be oriented strongly toward helping adult le^m-- 
ers to acquire tJte needed knowledge and skills for adequacy in problem 
' solution if such offerings were to be tnade relevant to needs . For th^e . 
reasons,* the Institute was designed in keeping with the findings of the. 
Adult Performance Level^tudy conducted at the University of Texas, and 
the major purpose of the Institi^ was that of producing teaching approaches 
in a modular form utilizing the findings of the study . Thus, the tasks iden- 
tified as being important to adults in the Texas study became the basis for 
the instructional modules developed by the Institute participants. 

The nationally oriente4Adult Performance Level Study defined a 
general areas of needs for effective livelihood in American Society. In the 
structure, an instructional goal was stated for each general knowledge 
area, a set of performance objectives was stated that would allow for the 
attainment of the instructional goal , and each performance objective was 
followed by a series of learning tasks (enabling objectives) designed to 
help the learner attain the compfetencie3 required. Each task was presented 
in terms of teacher activities , learner activities ^ and resources required

The book was made available to many adult educators thi'ou^hout 
^e State of Alabama pnd aCross the nation . Evaluative and other feedbj^ck 
materials were provided, reciprocally, in order ^o determine any necess^try 
changes.. Therefore, a thorough "ftelcj testing" was carried out during 
the period of September, 1973 through May, 1974 to check out and determine 
the feasibility and applicability of each major task at the varying adult 
performance levels. 

^ During the same period^ the performance lev^l study conducted by 
Dr. No rrell North cutt ofJTexas and associates Jrevisejl the original tasks. ^ 
The final outcome of that study reduced the general knowledge areas to 
five and revised the performance objectives and tasks accordingly. The 
informaUon from, this facet of the study provided a new impetus for further 
development of the approach employed- in the first book, and as a result, 

the Adult Education' Department of Auburn University received a^grjant

from the Alabama State Department of Education , Adujt Basic Education 

and U.S.O.E. to fund an Institute and follow-up with the purpose being 

that of.a^ajor revision in terms of the newly defined knowledge areas, 

performance objectives , and tasks and implementation of adult education 

curriculum based upon the revised modules . 

The Summer Institute, made possible by this grant, was held at 

Auburn University on August 12-16.» 1974. The Institute participants, most 

- of whom were experienced in using the modules, were divided into five 



groups., with each group being responsible for one of the general icnow- 
ledgte areas defined. The purpose of^ea^h group was to revise the book 
in keeping with the new structure in terms of knowleylge areas, perfor- 
man ce -objectives, and tasks. In many instances, it was possible topiace 
task modules from the earlier publication under the new performance ob- 
jectives, while in others, the participants had^o create new modules as 
required by the new structure. Additionally, ^ was decided that five 
books would be produced , each one representing a specific knowledge 
area as shown in the diagn^nr below . \
